The Institution. Dr. Abbot said, has 


s"t up apparatus for heat measure- 
ing at various stations around the 
world, from which have been com- 
puted endless tables of figures by 
which the measurements showing frO- 
lar variations have been checked and 
proved. 
Awhile this work is still going on 
vnth the view of co-ordinating the 
measurements with earthly weather 
conditions, daily observations of the 
"solar constant" or radiation are be- 
ing furnished from the Institution's 
station on Mount Montezuma.

OF NEW TAX NEEDS 


WASHINGTON,- July 4.—With ;he 


aunching of the new fiscal year be- 
ginning today. Arthur Capper. (R.), j 
Senator from Kansas', chairman of the 
agricultural bloc. v,-arns his Repub- | 
ican colleagues that it may be neces- j 
erv to invent new taxes to meet the 
government's expense account and a 
half billion dollar deficit In revenues. 


Mr. Capper's caustic reminder serv- 


ed like a dash of. cold water to cool 
the ardor aroused in his colleagues by 
.he earlier declaration by Frank W. 
Mondell. Republican House leader, 
that taxes in 1921 and 1922 were re- 
duced $930,000,000. 
"Aside from the administration's 


surprising and successful efforts to 
reAiee expenses and thereby lower 
taxes." said Mr. Capper. "I am so far 
forced to admit that taking the rest 
of the country as a whole, we have 
broken few records, either in govern- i 
mental retrenchment or efficiency as j 
yet. 
If we do not do much better, 


taxes will continue to mount. 
A big 


fire cannot be put out by Bquirt-gun 
methods, and taxes may easily become 
a consuming fire. Our most urgent 
governmental need at this time is 
economv," he said. 
"Several billions of war obligations 


are coming due this fiscal year, includ- 
ing $125,000,000 of accumulated in- 
terest on "War Savings Stamps. Much 
if not all, of this huge amount will 
have to be refunded. Even then, Mr. 
Mellon says, the government will lack 


half-billion dollars of meeting ex- 


penses for this year. 
"By lopjng off one and a half bil- 


lions of expenditures—the world rec- 
ord in economy—the Harding admin- 
istration has brought us through the 
fiscal year ending June 30 without a 
deficit and with a quarter of a billion 
to spare. But on this reduced scale of 
national living, expenditures for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. will ex- 
ceed the government's income by about 
$200,000,00 because federal revenues

Associated Press)—Another response 
from the Lima Foreign office was re-

was agreed generally might 
greatly 


complicate the negotiations. 
The exact nature of the reservation 


was not revealed, but it was under- 
stood to relate to the third clause of 
the American formula, dealing with 
the course to be adopted in case no 
plebiscite Is held in Tacna-Arica. The 
Chilean delegates have indicated that 
they were not disposed to accept any 
material modification of this clause, 
and the more pessimistic in confer- 
ence circles predicted that 
another 


deadlock might develop before
